INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after having received the intemational search report and the written opinion of the International 
Searching Authority, one opportunity to amend the claims of the intemational application. It should however be emphasized 
that, since ail parts of the intemational application (claims,description and drawings) may be amended during the 
intemational preliminary examination procedure, there is usually no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 
except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published for the purposes of provisional protection or has another 
reason for amending the claims before intemational publication. Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional 
protection is available in some States only (see PCT Applicants Guide, Annexes B1 and B2). 

The attention of the applicant is drawn to the fact that amendments to the claims under Article 19 are not allowed where 
the International Searching Authority has declared, under Article 1 7(2). that no international search report would be 
established (see PCT Applicants Guide, Volume I/A, paragraph 296).

How? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of ^ ^

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originsdiy filed. 

All the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. In all cases where claims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions. Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made in the language in which the intemational application is to he published. 




What documents must/may accompany the amendments? 

Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The letter will not be published with the international application and the amended claims. It should not be 
confused with the "Statement under Article 1 9(1 )" (see below, under "Statement under Article 1 9(1 )"). 

The letter must be in English or French, at the choice of the applicant. However, if the language of the 
intemational application is English, the letter must be in English; if the language of the international application 
is French, the letter must be in French.
